Egg  production  in  the  United  States  in  1951  was  4,946  million  dozen,  a record 
high  production,  about  1 percent  more  than  in  1950,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  announced  today This  increase  was  due  entirely  to  a 2 percent  increase 
in  the  rate  of  lay,  since  the  average  number  of  layers  on  hand  during  the  year  was 
1 percent  less  than  in  1950<»  Egg  production  in  1951  was  above  that  of  1950  in 
n all  areas  of  the  country  except  the  South  Central  and  Western  States  where  it  was 

(3  and  1 percent  respectively  below  production  in  1950o  Increases  above  1950  were

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At  the  "beginning  of  1951  there  were  3 percent  fewer  layers  on  farms  than  a 
year  earlier.  However,  a 6 percent  larger  pullet  crop  added  to  the  laying  flock 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  resulted  in  an  increase  of  3 percent  in  the 
number  of  layers  on  January  lt  1952©  The  larger  number  of  pullets  was  partly 
offset  by  1 percent  smaller  holdings  of  hens.  On  January  1,  1950  farmers  were 

holding  391,269*000  layers.  These  layers  consisted  of  63  percent  pullets  and 

37  percent  hens,  compared  with  6l  percent  pullets  a.nd  39  percent  hens  a year 
earlier. 

In  1951  the  rate  of  egg  production  per  layer  on  hand  during  the  year  was 
175  eggs,  a new  high,  compared  with  172  in  1950.  The  rate  of  lay  wa§  Maintained 

at  record  levels  in  all  months  of  the  year  except  March  and  April  whe$i  it  was 

slightly  below  the  record  high. 
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
